These 
have been held in check by the cen- 
sor in order to cover more discom- 
forting experiences. The slips of 
tongue or pen, the misstep or false 
stroke result from the excitation of 
the suppressed 
experience, and to 


each is attached a definite meaning. 
Dreams, too, find their origin in the 
unconscious. The distorted dream 
is the result of the censorship of the 
latent content of the dream. 
Ex- 


periences in childhood, held in check 
by the censor, take form in dreams 
in later life. Freud's explanation of 
the 
endo-psychic censorship de- 


scribes 
the 
irrational, 
emotional 


dream as the level of the nervous 
system formed in infancy, escaping 
to the surface of consciousness dur- 
ing sleep, while the censor is less 
powerful. This censorship can also 
explain Uio morbid aspects of wak- 
ing life. 


"The nervous system, as far 
as 


consciousness is concerned, is ar- 
ranged in a system of levels which 
are 
the results of 
experiences 


throughout life. 
The levels of

child's mind are comparatively few

THE FEDERAL COURTS 


JERRY ON THE JOB—The Committee is Right 


rp HE Proffrwsive Republicans of Wisconsin have declared that

they: "Denounce the alarming usurpation of legislative 


pwver by the federal coorts, as subversive of democracy, and we 
favor amendments to the constitution, and thereupon enact- 
ments of such statutes as may be necessary to provide for the 
election of all federal judges, for fixed .terms not exceeding ten 
years, by direct vote of the people."

\i first blush this will seem a radical innovation. It is. 


But is it not necessary and right? Federal judges are appoint- 
ed by the president for life. They are appointed upon recom- 
mendation of party representatives. They are most often pick- 
ed because of their known conservative views. When selected 
they are at once cut off from contact with the common man and 
surrounded by the socially elect, those of wealth and power. By 
insidious suggestion and ever recurring and pressing, the judges 
usually honest and incorruptiWe, become obsessed with the opin- 
ions of public policy held by that class of the public with which 
they come in contact. 


There is a pressing necessity that public servants including 


judges be reminded from time to time that they hold office by 
virtue of a democracy. 
There is a necessity for public servants 


to be reminded from" time to time that THE PEOPLE embrace 
all the people rather than the few who -happen to possess 90 per 
cent of the wealth of the country. That necessity is more ap- 
parent now than heretofore but not more real. 


The action of the supreme court of the United States in 


nullifying the Sherman Anti-trust law in the recent case against 
the Steel corporation presents a forceful illustration of the ne- 
cessity for action. The Sherman act has withstood every as- 
sault made upon it in congress for years, but the Supreme court 
by a series of decisions has finally nullified that great statute by 
judicial construction based on PUBLIC POLICY. 
The courts 


ail say that the matter of public policy is for (he legislative body 
and the constitutions to provide—but nevertheless there has 
been constant encroachment by the federal courts on the legis- 
lative power. 


The other case that shocks the conscience of the people is 


the action of the supremo court in declaring the act of congress 
invalid (hat icixss stock dividends the same as cosh dividends. 
By this decision it is estimated that millions in income taxes 
will be lost to the government. In both of these cases there is 
^ strong minority opinion and in each case .the decision carried 
by one vote. For a long time the decisions of the lower courts 
have been notoriously disregardful of state laws ignoring the 
public policy of the state and tying up its administration of law 
by injunctions and endless litigation. 


More than this, the whole federa/1 system has been scandal- 


ized by the action of a few judicial ruffians who have given voice 
to coarse and vituperative language and handed down sentences 
not excelled by Jeffries in his hey day. 


Thinking men realize that something must be done to demo- 


cratize our federal courts. Why not elect the judges? The 
judges of all our state courts are elective. The people would 
never surrender their right to elect their judges of the state su- 
preme courts. Why then should they not demand the right to 
elect judges of the federal court—which assume more and more 
to set aside state laws and judgments of state courts? 


The Progressive Republicans have put forward a program 


that is bound to gain in favor as the people come to realize hovr 
helpless their representatives are when bound by the arbitrary 
power of federal courts.
